The gom which deserves setting, however, 
in order to preserve intact the fair fame of 
Governor Hennessy as 8 considerate and 
ill-usod administrator, [s as follows :— 


The latest developinent of autagonisin to 
the governor of Hongkong takes the form 
of a wild Iamontation over an alleged 
interforence of His Exoollancy with the 
establishment of s “‘refreshment bar” ot 
the City Hall, durlog o reownt theatrical 
performance there. Once more, in the 
apguago of the China Mail, the European 
community bas been insulted, and the 
overnor has provoked ‘an enormous out- 
Barat cof bitter fooling” by ‘a spitefal, 
petty meanness,” which Is mildly charac 
terized as “contemptible,” In this strain 
the hostile journals of the colony dictaim 
by the column, with.s glee and an exalta- 
tion which pr ve, the inteusity of thelr 
dolight at having discoverad a ucw theme, 
however trifling, for animadvercion. Lt 
needa only a very brief talo to put down 
this Inst demonstration of ill temper. 
Governor Hennessy never gave an order of 
any sort in cannection with tho “ refresh- 
ment bar” alluded to. He not only never 
interfered In the mattor, but he never 
“heord of it at all, until the whole occurrence 
had passed over. All that was dono, what- 
ever it may have becn, wus done withou’ 
bis kaowledge. ‘That it wasp trick ou the 
part of his enemios to place him in a 
duagreeable and undignified positioz some 
only too probuble. At any rate, it was no 
effair cf his, and the theatrio.] entertain- 
ment in question wight have been euliven- 
ed by the oxhilurating co-operation of 
twonty refreshment bars without calling 
forth a preventive drjrnction from the 
colovial ruler, The whole story is a 
fabricativn, of the charze'oria'io cluas to

Chinese. Subsequently an application was 
made to Congress for the appropriation of 
$10,000 of the Chinese Indemnity Puad 
to eatisfy a claim mude by Captain Noyes 
for tho wilful destruction of his ship by the 
Chinese, whereupon the Department of 
State ordored unother enguiry to be beld. 
Mr. U.N, Denay, now U. 9. Consul-Gener- 
al at Shangtni, who was then stationed at 
Tientsin, was deputcd to proceed to 
Formosa to make this third enquiry into 
the circumetunces of the fire, and we 
underatand thut the result of hia investigu- 
tion was a coniirmation of the finding 
exoncrating the Chinese from blame.
